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Arsonists at Large 

During the war, certain special troops, such as 
those serving with the OSS, were given technical in- 
struction in arson. Elaborate textbooks were printed 
to assist iho student iu attaijiing proficiency in destroy- 
ing enemy' ammunilipiT dumps, headquarters and other 
installations, by flre.r These works, of course, were 
classified "Secret" and were never allowed to fall into 
the hands of the general public. 

However, judging by recent fire loss statistics, 
the American people need little instruction In how to 
start destructive fires. Because of our carelessness, ig- 
norance and plain downright laziness, we arc cxjwrts 
in the field. 

The figures tell the story. .Authorities say that 
nine out of ever>' ten fires are easily preventable. Yet 
we will burn up about StiOO.OflO.OOO worth of property 
this year, to make the worst record in history — and we 
will burn to death some 11,000 human beings along 
with it. 

This will h.ippen because we insist on being 
careless with he.iting equipment; because we permit 
Jaully electric equipment to go unrepaired; because we 
litter b.iscments and attics and closets with inflammable 
tra^h; bcciuse we improperly dispose of smoking ma- 
terials^ — and because we do a hundred and one simi- 
lar things that a modicum of common sense should 
tell us not to do. Think it over — and then decide 
whether you*re vvilling to do your part to prevent fire,

The evitltMice ha> been pointini.; in this direction 
ever .'Jince OPA reestablished meat ceilings — against the 
advice of .some of the fort'mo.it authorities in the indus- 
try. The intake of meat animals in the great stockyards 
uf Chicago and elsewhere had been at unbelieveable 



lows. And many of the animals received are. undersized, 
of low quality, and are generally undesirable for table 
use. 

We have here a perfect example of what hap- 
pens when the legal price for any commodity Is set at 
unprofitable levels. During the period when meat was 
decontrolled, it flowed abundantly into the legitimate 
channels. Practically all stores had plenty of it to sell 
In all cuts and grades. Prices, of course, were some- 
what higher than before— today's costs made that in- 
evitable. But meat was available. NTow prices arc low- 
er—but that is meaningless because there Is loss and 
less meat on sale. 

OPA is supposed to act In the interest of the 
consumer. But it is difficult to see how anyone's in- 
teren is served by a policy which drives products out 
of the open market and makes them unobtainable to 
the vast majority of consumers. The packers lose— 
many of them are almost out of business for lack of 
animals. The honest retail stores lose, because Ihey 
have less to sell. The consumer loses, because he can't 
get what he wanu. The main gainer is the black mar- 
ket, which always has plenty of everything to sell at 
an e.sorbiiant price when government makes the opera- 
tion of the free market impossible.

SEATTLE.— The story of how an 
army doctor operated on a table of 
crudely sawed boards on a ship in 
the Pacific to save the life of a 20- 
year-old youth; whose appendix rup- 
tured several hundred miles oJT 
Yokohama, was told here. 

The youth is Albert Bahoot, re- 
ported rocupcratinf; at his home in 
Asbury Park, N. J. The doctor is 
Capt. Howard C. Rufus of Lancas- 
ter, Pa. It happened aboard the 
army repair ship W. J. Connors. 

A steam potato cooker served as 
a sterilizer. A Swedish chief mate, 
who once had witnessed on appen- 
dectomy, was the medical assist- 
ant, wrapped in a sheet. 

To check on blood types for a 
transfusion, a flashlight lens served 
as a slide for the microscope. Test 
tubes were rigged on on electric 
fan for a centrifuge for separating 
the blood. 

Then came the most severe set- 
back. 

The small penicillin supply aboard 
was outdated. By radio an SOS went 
out for the drug that was needed 
to fight the gangrenous infection. 

The SS Cape Cleare, bound for 
Seattle, hove into sight next morn- 
ing. But seas were rough. Trans- 
ferring the patient was out of the 
question. After a four-hour fight 
against the elements and after lines 
twice were sniyipcd by the pitching 
of the ships, the Ilfesaving drug 
was brought aboard.
